election laws recently passed by the 
senate were passed by the house to ­ 
day, after a weak filibuster on the 
part of the republicans to delay con­ 
sideration. The general election bill 
as mended by the house carried the 
ribbon ballot feature offered in the 
Senate. 
The arrangem ents of names to be 
made by county election boards pro­ 
vides for genera! registration through­ 
out the state each campaign year, the 
precinc; inspectors being the regis­ 
tration officers, provides that state 
questions he placed on the ballot be­ 
tween the state and county tickets, 
and applies a new procedure for re­ 
turning the votes on state questions 
The essentials of the senate bill are 
preserved. 
Republican Protests. 
When the bill went through the 
Senate. Senator Brownlee (rep.) en­ 
tered a vigorous protest and offered 
numerous amendments, only to have 
them turned down, and final passage 
was obtained there by a straight party 
vote. There was a strict party vote 
on the m easure in the house. How­ 
ever, the emergency sections to both 
were defeated, the democratic vote 
being only 68. whereas 73 was need­ 
ed. 
Republicans announce tonight that 
if their s;ate committee will sanction 


the movement, they will invoke the 
referendum against the law and en­ 
deavor to substitute what they term 
more equitable features in their elec­ 
tion lawT. 
The house was in committee of th** 
whole. The clerks plodded through 
the reading of fifty-five printed pages 
of the general election bill, following 
which Mr. Jones, leader of the re­ 
publican minority, demanded that the 
rules Ive followed and take up one 
section at a 
time. 
This 
procedure 
would have prolonged consideration 
of the measure indefinitely, or so long 
as they had amendments to offer and 
held the door in debate. The com­ 
mittee of the whole arose at once 
in the house. Mr. McCalla moved a 
suspension of the rules which per­ 
mitted consideration of the bill as a 
whole. Republicans demanded a roll 
call, this resulting in suspension by 
a vote of 63 to 38, the later being the 
republican strength. Returning to the 
committee of the whole, Mr. Jones 
sent ap a substitute bill prepared by 
the minority, no consideration being 
given, however, 
while 
the general 
measure was open for amendments, 
and a vote was never taken upon it. 
Mr. Jones secured the defeat of his 
amendment to create the state elec­ 
tion Board of five members, no mort* 
than two from a political party, aud 
that all parties casting as much tis 2 
per cent of the vote be given repre­ 
sentation. Appointments to be made 
from lists recommended by the politi­ 
cal organizations. 
When the vote was taken to table 
the “solid” election measure the mi­ 
nority split the air with their, "No,'* 
which echoed back 
and 
forth 
be­ 
tween the house walls. Mt. Murphy 
(rep.) of Oklahoma county fashioned 
a megaphone out of a paper, and his 
protest registered above the din and 
rumble of the others' voices.

“After a long lapse of time, where 
proof is given that certain persons 
are the children of a certain man 
and woman and were so recognized 
and treated by the parents and oth­ 
er members of the family, legitimacy 
will be presumed, even though there 
was no direct evidence of the m ar­ 
riage of the father and mother.” 
This clause practically legitimatizes 
the children of many Indian families 
in Oklahoma. It is a part of the sylla­ 
bus in tile case of Margaret Locust, 
et a1., vs. Debora Caruthers, et a1., a 
case from the United States courts 
at Ada, involving an important ques­ 
tion as to land titles. 
It was revers­

The general election Ibill 
aa mended by the house carried the 
ribbon ballot feature offered in. the 
Senate 


The arrangements of names to be 


made by county election 'boards pro- 
vides for general registration throu-Kli- 
out the state each campaign year, the 
precinct inspectors -being the regis- 
tration officers, provides that utate 
questions be placed on tilie ballot be- 
tween the state and county tickets, 
and applies a new procedure for re- 
turning the votes on state questions 
The essentials of the sen-ate bill are 
preserved. 


Republican Protests. 


When the bill went through the 


Senate, Senator Brownlee (rep.) en- 
tered a vigorous protest and offered 
numerous amendments, only to have 
th«n turned down, and final .passage 
was obtained there by a straight party 
vote. There was a strict party vote 
on the measure -in the 'house. How- 
ever, the emergency sections to both ! 
were defeated, the democratic vote 
•being only 68, whereas 73 was ueed- 
ed. 


Republicans announce tonight that 


if their state committee will sanction 


the movement, 'they will invoke the 
referendum against the law and en- 
deavor to substitute what they term 
more equitable features In their elec- 
tion law.

The clerks plodded through 


die reading of fil'ty-'flvo printed 'pages 
or the general election bill, following 
which Air, Jones, leader of the re- 
publican minority, -demanded that the 
rules be followed and take up one 
section at a 
time. This 
procedure 


would have prolonged consideration 
of the metisure indefinitely, or so long 
as they had amendments to offer and 
held tho floor in debate. The com- 
mittee of the whole arose at once 
in the house. MY. McCalla moved a 
suspension of the rules, which per- 
mitted consideration of the bill as a 
whole. Republicans demanded a roll 
call, this resulting in suspension by 
a vote of tJ3 to 3S, the later .being the 
republican strength. Returning to the 
committee of the whole1, Mr. Jones 
sent up a substitute bill prepared by 
the minority, no consideration being 
given, however, while the general 
measure was open for amendments, 
and a vote was never taken upon it. 


(Mr Jones secured the defeat of Ma 


amendment to create the state elec- 
tion 'Board of five members, no more 
than two from a. 'political party, and 
that all parties'casting as much as 2 
per cen-t of the vote be given repre- 
sentation. Appointments to be made 
from lists recommended -by the politi- 
cal organizations.

The general election Ibill 
aa mended by the house carried the 
ribbon ballot feature offered in, the 
Senate. 


The arrangements of names to be 


made by county election 'boards pro- 
vides for general registration through- 
out the state each campaign year, the 
precinct inspectors -being the regis- 
tration officers, provides that utate 
questions be placed on tine ballot be- 
tween the state and county tickets, 
and applies a new procedure for re- 
turning the votes on state questions 
The essentials of the sen-ate bill are 
preserved. 


Republican Protests. 


When the bill went through the 


Senate, Senator Brownlee (rep.) en- 
tered a vigorous protest and offered 
numerous amendments, only to have 
th-em turned down, and final .passage 
was obtained there by a straight party 
vote. There was a strict party vote 
on the measure -in the 'house. How- 
ever, the emergency sections to both J 
were defeated, the democratic vote 
•being on!y 68, whereas 73 was ueed- 
ed. 


Republicans announce tonight that 


if their state committee will sanction 


the movement, 'they will invoke the 
referen-diira against the law and en- 
deavor to substitute what they term 
more equitable features In their elec- 
tion law. 


The house was in committee of the 


\vhole 
The clerks plodded through 


the reading of fifty-five printed 'pages 
of the general election bill, following 
which Air, Jones, leader of the re- 
publican minority, -demanded that the 
rules be followed and take up one 
section at a 
time. This 
procedure 


would have prolonged consideration 
of the metisure indefinitely, or so long 
as they had amendments to offer and 
held tho floor in debate. The com- 
mittee of the whole arose at once 
In the house. Mr. llcCalla moved a 
suspension of the ruleh which per- 
mitted -consideration of the bill as a 
whole. Republicans demanded a roll 
call, this resulting in suspension by 
a vote of 63 to 3S, the later .being the 
republican strength. Returning to the 
committee of the whole1, Mr. Jones 
sent up a substitute bill prepared by 
the minority, no consideration being 
given, however, while the general 
measure was op-en for amendments, 
and a vote was never taken upon it. 


(Mr Jones secured the defeat of 'hi* 


amendment to create the state elec- 
tion 'Board of five members, no more 
than two from a 'political party, and 
that all parties'casting as much as 2 
per cent of the vote be given repre- 
sentation. Appointments to be made 
from lists recommended -by the politi- 
cal organizations. 


Wihen the vote was taken to cable 


the "solid" election measure the mi- 
nority split the air with their, "No," 
Which echoed back 
and 
forth 
be- 


tween the hou&e walls. Mr. Murphy 
(rep.) of Oklahoma county fashioned 
a megaphone out ot a paper, and his 
protest registered above the din and 
rumble of the others" voices.
